PROVO — A: 12-member jury on 
Tuesday began deliberating the fate of 
convicted killer Ronald Lafferty after 
his attorney pleaded for his life, urg- 
ing the panel to vote for the preserva- 
tion of life rather than joining a cele- 
bration of death. 

Linda Anderson’s voice cracked and 
she wiped away tears as she urged the 
six-man, six-woman jury to reject the 
prosecution’s call for a death sentence 
for the 54-year-old Lafferty. 

-The jury began its deliberations at 
4:20 p.m. MDT. 

Lafferty was convicted last week in 
a retrial on two counts of capital mur- 
der in the June 1984 slayings of his 
sister-in-law, Brenda Wright Lafferty, 
24, and her 15-month-old daughter, 
Erica. 

Lafferty claimed he received a reve- 
lation from God ordering their 
removal. 

Prosecutors contend the revelation 
was an excuse for him to seek 
revenge against people he thought 
supported his wife during their 1983 
divorce. 

The same jury which convicted him 
met Tuesday to weigh the circum- 
stances of the crime and decide 
between three options: death, life 
without parole and life in prison with 
a chance of someday being released. 

Anderson said that if a death sen- 
tence is imposed, Lafferty will choose 
the firing squad and she described 
how the’executioners put a hood over 
the condemned man’s head, pin a tar- 


get to his chest and then stand back as 
five sharpshooters take aim and fire. 

“Unless you’re willing to stand with 
those volunteers and put your finger 
on the trigger, vote for life,” she told 
the jury. “Vote for the humane preser- 
vation of life rather than the celebra- 
tion of death.” 

Anderson’s emotional plea — her 
closing statement ran more than an 
hour — contrasted with a brief and 
concise presentation by the state. 
Prosecutors let the evidence, particu- 
larly a graphic black-and-white video- 
tape of the crime scene, make their 
case that Lafferty should be executed. 
or kept behind bars forever. 

“It is clear that this man should 
never walk our streets again,” said 
Assistant Utah Attorney General 
Creighton Horton II. “His anger, his 
hatred and his violence extended even 
to the innocent Erica.” 

Earlier Tuesday, Lafferty told 4th 
District Judge Steven L. Hansen that, 
on advice of his lawyers, he had no 
intention of taking the witness stand 
and pleading for his life. He also 
referred to his prosecutors as “those 
punks.” : 

“I’m not scared of them. I’m not. 
Believe me, I’m not.” he told the 
judge outside the presence of the jury. 
“T thought this whole thing was bogus 
and double jeopardy” from the begin- 
ning. 

_Lafferty was convicted and sen- 
tenced to death in 1985, but the 10th 
Circuit Court of Appeals in Denver 
ordered the retrial, ruling in 1991 that 
the original trial judge had made a 


Elder Hanks says know Atonement

“With the Atonement, which in 
effect lays out the bad, and the pre- 
scriptions and safeguards it provides 
to guide, is. the agency which we 
often exercise by ourselves in the 
light or the dark, in a classroom or a 
corporation,” Elder Hanks said. 

We will make good and bad deci- 
sions over the years, Elder Hanks 
said, quoting an old saying. “He who 
chooses the beginning of the road, 
chooses the place it leads to.” 

There.is an assurance that the Holy 
One of Israel is the keeper of the gate, 
he said. 


Elder Hanks left the audience with

“There is more grace than works in 
the Atonement and that is the most 
sacred and serious thing we know,’” 
he said.

Draschil’s ‘political use’ 
of LDS Church criticized

SALT LAKE CITY — Three 
Republican candidates for the 3rd 
District congressional seat are accus- 
ing fellow candidate Tom Draschil of 
implying he has the endorsement of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. 

An invitation to a Draschil fundrais- 
er on April 23 prominently notes that 
the speaker will be “Elder Hartman 
Rector Jr., general authority emeritus, 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints.” 

Rector, who retired in 1994, is 
known for his great oratory skills, and 
has known Draschil since teaching 
him in LDS seminary classes years 
ago. Rector lives in Salt Lake City. 

“He (Draschil) made it look like he 
had the support of the LDS Church 
and probably intended it that way,” 
said Parley Hellewell, one of the three 
candidates who on Tuesday issued a 
joint statement of protest. “I’ve been a 
bishop, but we don’t push it like Tom 
does yaxs.% 

All five other Republican candidates 
were riled by Draschil’s invitation, 
but three agreed to sign the statement, 
Hellewell said. The other signers 
were Chris Cannon and Stephen 
Sandstrom. 

“We find the attempted political use 
of the LDS Church by the Draschil 
campaign irresponsible,” their state-

LDS faith, we are disappointed by 
this attempt to use the LDS Church 
for wrongful purposes of garnering 
votes and raising money.”

That policy spells out that the 
church does not endorse candidates or

Gen. Vyacheslav Tikhomirov, the commander of Russian troops in Chechnya, 
told the ITAR-Tass news agency that Russia would withdraw six battalions 
from peaceful areas of northern Chechnya this week. 

Russia began its phased pullout of troops from Chechnya on Monday by with- 


drawing a regiment of Interior Ministry troops in keeping with a peace plan 


proposed last month by President Boris Yeltsin. 

The pullout is meant to show that Yeltsin, who is running for re-election in 
June, is serious about ending the unpopular war. 

Fighting between Russian troops and Chechen rebels has been fierce since 
Yeltsin announced his peace plan and declared.an end to Russian combat opera- 
tions on March 31. 

Tikhomiroy said Russian troops continued shelling rebel positions in the 
Vedeno region in southeastern Chechnya on Tuesday and launched air strikes 
on rebel arms and ammunition depots.

Publicity 
may block 
case against 
Kaczynski

HELENA, Mont. — Theodore 
Kaczynski’s lawyer asked a judge to 
block the prosecution of the 
Unabomber suspect, saying Tuesday 
that government leaks have jeopar- 
dized his chances for a fair trial. 

Michael.Donahoe said the release of 
information from unidentified federal 
sources demonstrates a “lynch-mob 
mentality” on the part of federal 
investigators. 

The result was a “lethal media blitz” 
that “poisoned the entire population 
of grand jurors within the United 
States against Mr. Kaczynski,” he 
wrote in his motion. 

Donahoe, one of two court-appoint- 
ed attorneys for Kaczynski, said the 
prosecution should be halted until the 
court can decide whether the leaks 
will prevent a fair trial. 

“The government should not be 
allowed to-proceed before various 
grand juries throughout the country 
that have been permanently poisoned 
by the government’s outrageous con- 
duct in disclosing to the media the 
highly incriminating nature of evi- 
dence taken from Kaczynski’s cabin,” 
Donahoe said. 

“In Mr. Kaczynski’s case, the possi- 
bility that he could ever be afforded 
anything that might remotely resem- 
ble that (fair trial) process has been 
forever lost.”

Utah County taxpayers 


ne of America’s favorite pastimes has become trial obsession, and Utah 
County is no exception. The retrial of convicted murderer Ron Lafferty has 
redeived extensive media and public attention, but at no small cost to the coun- 
ty. {The entire re trial process is expected to cost about $400,000, more than half 
of Which, will come from Utah County taxpayers. In a county currently experi- 
eating a, budget crunch, such inflated, and often unnecessary, judicial expenses 
tax the public, coffers for re-trying a man who has already been proven guilty 
and sentenced to death. 

Ron Lafferty, 54, was convicted and sentenced to death in 1985 for the July 
24; 1984, slayings of his sister-in-law, Brenda Wright Lafferty, and her daugh- 
ter} Erica, who was 15 months old at the time she was murdéred. Lafferty’s 
brdther, Dan, was also implicated in the murders and sentenced to 2 consecu- 
tive life sentences. However, in 1991 the 10th Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Denver ordered the retrial, ruling that the original trial judge had made errors in 
determining Lafferty’s competency. 

Tp be fair, if there were questions about the validity of the original trial, 
Lafferty was deserving of a new trial. However, he has since been proved com- 
petent, so this trial seems like expensive legal maneuvering that the county can- 
not afford. In 1992, Utah County contracted with attorney Mike Esplin for 
$110,000, to defend Lafferty, and agreed to provide an attorney from the Utah 
County Public Defenders Association. Not only does this sum seem quite large 
to defend a man who has already been proven guilty, but when public defender 
Linda Anderson was assigned in December to work.on this. case full-time, the 
Utah County Public Defenders Association was left with just four lawyers to 
deal with the entire county felony caseload. 

Sbme of the other costs associated with this retrial include providing lodging 
for the team of prosecutors for a month at the Provo Park Hotel, spending about 
$20,000 on witness fees, and almost $500 per day on court transcripts. In addi-

sking Utah county to pay for these inflated expenses in light of the county’s 
current budget situation is reprehensible, particularly since Lafferty has once 
bgen proven guilty for heinous crimes. Obviously he has a right to a fair trail, 
which is what makes America’s judicial system great, but the inflated cost is 
unacceptable in a county that really cannot afford it.

Open-major office gives tips 
on how to graduate on time

The open-major office has devel- 
oped a time line to help students grad- 
. uate on time. As the semester ends, 

_ now is a good time to plan for the 
future and visit the open-major office. 

Sue Wilkins, coordinator for open- 
major advisement, said students 
should have a pretty good idea of 
what they want to major in by their 
sophomore year. 

“This allows students to be on track 
with their major so they don’t delay: 
graduation or compromise their abili- 
ty to-enter and progress in the major 
of their choice,” Wilkins said. 

Freshmen, who are students with 
one to 31 credit hours, need to start 
learning about their interests and val- 
ues, Wilkins said. They should look 
into various major and career options, 
Wilkins said. 

Freshmen should work on their gen- 
eral education requirements and use 
those classes to weed out careers they 
would dislike or keep in mind those 
they would enjoy for the future, 
Wilkins said. 

“Tt is hard staying abreast of what 
the job market expects from graduat- 
ing students every year,’ said Jamie 
Madsen, a freshman from Rockhill, 
N.C. “I am thankful for the time line 
because it helps me stay in focus with 
what my major goals for each year 
should be.” 

Sophomores, students with 32 to 63 
credit hours, should be ready to 
choose a major. They need to work 
hard to do well in major prerequisites 
and major courses, Wilkins said. 

As the year finishes up, students 


need to start looking for information 
on choosing careers and increasing 
their employability, Wilkins said. 

Juniors, who are students with 64 to 
95 credit hours, should continue to do 
well in the major courses they are tak- 
ing and should begin investigating 
and filling internship positions, 
Wilkins said. 

“Interns are not the only way to go, 
though. Students can opt to do related 
work experience, including volunteer- 
ing for an organization,’ Wilkins said. 

Josh Roemmich, a junior from 
Aiken, $.C., who is pre-med, said, 
“Anything that can get me experience 
is what I look for. I know how hard it 
is to get into med school and I want to 
have some experience on top of my 
grades and MCAT scores. That has to 
be true for any field in today’s mar- 
ket.” 

If students know by this point that 
they want to go to graduate school, 
they should start looking into the dif- 
ferent programs and the prerequisites 
for them, Wilkins said. 

Seniors, students with 96 or more 


‘ hours, need to begin preparing to 


enter the job market. Learn how to 
market yourself to prospective 
employers or graduate programs, 
Wilkins said. 

“They will need to know about 


potential employers and start the - 


process by interviewing for jobs,” 
Wilkins said. 

Many offices around campus will 
help students in being successful with 
this time line, people in the open- 
major office said.

NCAA opens 
inquiry into 
Weber State 
basketball

OGDEN — The NCAA has opened 
an inquiry into the Weber State men’s 
basketball program and allegations of 
recruiting inducements to prospective 
athletes and extra benefits to enrolled 
student athletes. 

“We still don’t know a lot of things,” 
said Allen Simkins, WSU vice presi- 
dent of administrative services. 

Simkins would not reveal any spe- 
cific allegations and basketball coach 
Ron Abegglen has been told not to 
comment. 

“T don’t know if there were any sig- 
nificant surprises,’ WSU President 
Paul Thompson said. “They (the 
NCAA) are very professional and 
very thorough.” ; 

Weber State has 90 days to respond 
to the allegations. Simkins said the 
university may file for an extension. 

The NCAA has asked Weber State 
to conduct its own investigation, 
which it already had begun. 

“Tf we can’t find evidence to support 
allegations we will contest them,” 
Thompson said. 

Simkins said none of the allegations 
has been classified as major or minor. 

Thompson said Weber State is one 
of numerous schools the NCAA. ini- 
tially looked at because of basketball 
players who took correspondence 
courses from Southeastern College of 
the Assemblies of God in Florida. It.is 
unclear whether the correspondence 
courses are part of the inquiry. 

The NCAA officially notified 
Thompson of its inquiry back in 
October, but Thompson believes the 
NCAA started its work before that. 

Thompson said all of the allegations 
listed in the inquiry relate to the last 
five years while Abegglen has been 
the basketball coach. In that time, 
Abegglen has compiled a 97-50 
record and led his 1994-95 Wildcats 
into the second round of the NCAA 
Tournament. 

Possible NCAA sanctions include 
probation, a temporary reduction of 
scholarships and a ban on postseason 
play.

DALLAS The Dallas 
Mavericks have been sold to a 
group led-by Ross Perot Jr., a 
Dallas radio station reported 
Tuesday. 

KLIF-AM quoted sources close 
to the negotiations who said 
Mavericks owner Don Carter 
closed the deal Monday night. 

Perot is the son of Dallas billion- 
aire Ross Perot. 

Carter recently announced his 
intention to sell the NBA club, 
although he said he wanted to 
keep a piece of the franchise. 

The Mavericks and their co-ten- 
ants of Reunion Arena, the Dallas 
Stars of the NHL, have been nego- 
tiating with the city of Dallas for 
several months to build a new 
facility that would be owned by 
the teams. 

Carter paid $12 million to found 
the franchise in 1979. It is now 
valued at more than $125 million. 

Carter had high expectations for 
his club this season after their 
rebound last season under coach 
Dick Motta and young stars Jim 
Jackson, Jamal Mashburn and 
Jason Kidd. 

Mashburn went down early in 
the season with an injury, and 
Jackson and Kidd have feuded for 
most of the year. The Mavericks 
failed to make the playoffs. Going 


into tonight’s games, the 
Mavericks were 24-54 with four 
games remaining, tied with 


Milwaukee for the fourth-worst 
record in the 29-team league. 

In recent days, speculation was 
that the Perot group would include 
Ross Perot Sr., on the board of 
directors, with Ross. Perot Jr. and 
Carter as key shareholders, Dallas- 
Fort Worth auto dealer David 
McDavid as principal owner, and 
former Dallas Cowboys quarter- 
back Roger Staubach also 
involved in the ownership. 

“It’s premature to think I’m 
deeply involved or anything is a 
done deal,” Staubach said last 
week. “But I would love to think 
that if Ross and David and that 
group ever get very close, they 
would bring me in.

Israel strikes 
refugee camp 


in onslaught |

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Israeli heli- 
copter gunships targeted Lebanon’s 
largest Palestinian refugee camp 
Tuesday, widening their 6-day-old 
onslaught against Iranian-backed 
guerrillas. Israeli aircraft also bom- 
barded Beirut, killing a 2-year-old 
girl, after a rocket attack on northern 
Israel. | 

Despite a flurry of diplomatic activi- 
ty involving the United States, France 
and other countries, there was no sign 
of a letup in Israel’s offensive aimed 
at stopping the rocket attacks by 
Hezbollah guerrillas. 

From hideouts in the valleys of 
south Lebanon, the guerrillas fired 
more volleys of Katyusha rockets into 
northern Israel, drawing more Israeli 
airstrikes. 

Five civilians were killed and 20 
wounded on Tuesday. All told, 46 
people have been killed and 166 
wounded on both sides since the hos- 
tilities began Thursday. 

Most of the dead have been 
Lebanese civilians. 

Among the wounded was a Fijian 
captain with the U.N. peacekeeping 
force in south Lebanon, who was shot 
Monday when he challenged guerril- 
las preparing to fire rockets on Israel, 
the U.N. force said. 

The attack before dawn Tuesday on 
the Ein el-Hilweh refugee camp near 
the port of Sidon was the first on a 
Palestinian target since Israel began 
the offensive. 

The three Cobra gunships fired six 
rockets, gutting the house of 
Palestinian guerrilla leader Col. 
Munir Makdah, who escaped unhurt, 
police said. 

Two of his bodyguards and one of 
their wives was wounded. 

Makdah opposed the 1993 peace 
accord between the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and Israel, 
and broke from the group to form his 
own militia. He later allied with 
Hezbollah. 

Israel hopes its raids, which have 
forced 400,000 refugees to flee north 
toward Beirut, will pressure Lebanon 
and Syria to disarm Hezbollah. 

For years, Hezbollah has attacked 
Israeli troops and fired rockets at 
northern Israel to drive Israeli troops 
from a zone in southern Lebanon they 
control to curb cross-border attacks. 

The guerrillas fired a barrage of 
Katyusha rockets on Israel’s northern 
Galilee panhandle again Tuesday 
morning. Israel army radio said the 
rockets crashed in northern Israel, 
causing damage but no casualties. 

Hours later, three Israeli helicopter 
gunships swept through a curtain of 
anti-aircraft fire to hit Hezbollah tar- 
gets in the densely populated Shiite 
quarter of Hay Sullom near Beirut 
International Airport. 

They fired four rockets, damaging 
several buildings. Hezbollah guerril- 
las sealed off the area, roughed up 
journalists and tried to confiscate 
cameras and film. 

A 2-year-old girl died from severe 
head wounds, and two other civilians 
were wounded in that raid, police 
reported. 

An Israeli military communique said 
the air raid, Israel’s sixth on Beirut 
since Thursday, targeted a Hezbollah 
“regional headquarters” and pilots 
reported “good hits.” 

Long lines formed in front of Beirut 
bakeries and gas stations in a sign of 
the increasing panic among the city’s 
1.2 million people.

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Pro baseball rules demand a new county in Utah

Resolved to make baseball an insti- 
tution in Utah County, community 
and business leaders announced 
Tuesday they will strive to create a 
new, baseball  stadium-sized 
.Timpanogos County if that is what it 
iakes to bring professional baseball to 
the area. 

Many community leaders said they 
don’t want to go to extreme measures, 
but if nothing else works, they will 
petition voters to create the new coun- 
ty. 

Jim Young, spokesman for the Bring 
Baseball to Utah County Committee, 
said in a news release, “We’d rather 
not do this, and we are continuing 
every other possible avenue to make 
baseball a reality. But if the other 
avenues turn into dead ends, we must 
be prepared for this action. That 
means starting right now to gather 
voter signatures.” 

Being prepared for this action 
means collecting the signatures of 
one-fourth of the registered voters in 
Utah County in time for them to be 
submitted to the Utah County 
Commission on May 6. 

Utah law requires petitions to be 
submitted by the first Monday in May 
and the election must be held in July. 

“Tf we don’t act now, we will forfeit 
the opportunity to try again until next 
year,” Young said. 


Shari Holweg, a Provo City Council 
member who is helping to organize 
the petition drive, said 3,500 of the 
30,000 necessary signatures have 
been collected as of Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Holweg said eight people are at 


local shopping centers to collect sig- 


natures, and inserts with the same lan- 
guage as the petition will be in 
Thursday’s and Friday’s newspapers 
for voters to mail in postage-free. 
The drive to create a new county is 
rooted in a combination of profession- 
al baseball rules and Utah law. Pro 
baseball rules used to say neighboring 
baseball teams had to have 35 miles 
between homeplates. However, in 
October, the rules were changed to 
require 35: miles separation and the 
presence of a buffer county. 

Local leaders said the rule is unfair 
because Ogden, which is closer to 
Salt Lake City than Provo, could have 
a baseball team because Davis County 
is between Salt Lake and Weber 
Counties. Because Utah County and 
Salt Lake County share a border, Utah 
County would be left without the pos- 
sibility of having a team. 

Holweg asked, “Is a rule that’s made 
by the National Association of 
Professional Baseball Leagues 
(NAPBL) more important than what 
our citizens want?” 

Stewart agreed. “I think the rule is a 
silly rule for an artificial boundary 
like a county.” ’

The president of the 
NAPBL has the authority to grant 
waivers of territorial rules when “in 
the best interest of baseball.” A formal 
request will be submitted to the 
NAPBL within the next two weeks.

Gay-club bill to be unveiled at special session

The gay-club bill, SB246, can’t 
come out of the closet. 

The measure, finalized Tuesday, was 
unavailable for public inspection and 
input until today. 


“Here we have a brand-new bill — 
very different, I gather, from the origi- 
nal bill — and it’s going to get no 
public hearing.” 

When SB246 passed both the House 
and the Senate in. February, 
Democrats described the bill as a run- 
away train, bs FoHingy across Capitol Hill 


~ Even legislators, 
who will take 
action on it today 
at the legislature’s 
special session, 
were not able to 
examine the bill in 
advance. 

The new version 
of SB246 was scheduled to be 
released this morning and should be 
available at the Senate’s bills office. 

Designed to ban homosexual-orient- 
ed high school clubs, the bill was the 
top of today’s agenda at the special 
session. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt called for the 
special session after vetoing the legis- 
lation because it might “infringe on 
free speech.” 

Sen. Craig Taylor, R-Kaysville, who 
created and sponsored the bill in its 
initial run through the legislature, 
requested that the bill file be protected 
as confidential. In compliance with 
his request, state attorneys barred the 
bills release until Taylor gave the 
approval on the final version. 

“This is not the way democracy is 
supposed to work,” said Carol Gnade, 
director of the American Civil 
Liberties Union of Utah. 

Reportedly frantically working with 
attorneys on yet more changes on his 
proposal, Taylor was unavailable for 
comment. + 

Today’s session is mostly devoid of 
public input. 

Unlike the regular annual session in 
January and February, an emergency 
session has no committee hearings 
that allow citizens to air their views 
on legislation.

The version vetoed by Leavitt ended 
up not directly addressing the clubs. 

It prohibited teacher and school vol- 
unteers from promoting and condon- 
ing illegal activities, namely sodomy, 
in and out of the classroom. 

Free speech advocates and the Utah 
Education Association opposed the 
original bill. 

But the UEA did. not oppose the 
goal of SB246. 

“We have a commitment to Sen. 
Craig Taylor and have told the gover- 
nor that we would be happy to work 
as a team drafting a piece of legisla- 
tion that would address the concerns 
that were expressed,” UEA President 
Lily Eskelsen said earlier. 

“IT support the statement that was 
made in:SB246, but we cannot 
infringe on free speech,’ Leavitt said 
at the time of his veto. 

Leavitt, Taylor, the UEA, private 
attorneys and others reworked the bill 
into its new version. 

“We’ve come up with language all 
sides can agree on,’ Leavitt said. 

While toning down provisions that 
appeared to infringe on teacher’s First 
Amendment rights, Taylor reportedly 
adds language that would authorize 
school districts to ban student clubs 
based on criminal activities, bigotry 
or sexual activity.
